CHICAGO, Aug. 12 iiD-The na­ 
tion's gov ernors closed their 47th 
annual conference today with a^ 
p arting round of p olitical shots and 
a bid for a “ greatly exp anded” 
highw ay building p rogram . 
Straddling the hot i.ssue of high­ 
way financing, the governors adop t­ 
ed a com p rom ise resolution com ­ 
m ending only “ the objectiv es” of! 
P resident 
Ei.senhower's 
highway 
p rogram . 
It ducked the question of hiking 
taxe.s or issuing bonds a.s F^isen- 
how er p rop osed to p ay the bill. It 
also ducked the question of urging 
a sp ecial session of Congress to p ut 
the p rogram across. 
Should Be Exp ended 
The governors did say they be­ 
lieve “ far m ore” « f the money the 
federal gov ernm ent collects from 
gasoline and other taxes on road 
users 
“ should 
be 
exp ended 
on 
highw ays.” " 
These taxes, they said, now bring 
in m ore than 2*a billion dollars a 
ye a r but less than 900 millions is 
devoted to highways. The résolu-!

highways.” 
These taxes, they said, now bring 
in more than 2 4 billion dollars a 
year but less than 900 millions is 
devoted to highways. The resolu-j 
tions committee, which produced, 
the policy statement on highways.1 
reportedly was divided sharply on 
whether Congress should he asked: 
to put all the 2 4 billions into roads. 
The governors elected Washing­ 
ton s 55-year-old, third-term, Re-1 
publican governor, Arthur Langlie.l 
as their conference chairman. They 
voted to hold next year's session in 
Atlantic City, N. J.

Syracuse V. Crosby 


Th e American Legion of Syracu se h as been very 
active in its opposition to Commu nists. It is in Syracu se 
th at a passive resistance to su bversives on radio and 
television developed. It was not a boycott or a blacklist 
or anyth ing of th e sort; it was th e pu rsu it of th e fu nda­ 
mental principle of freedom of ch oice. 
On radio and television, th e reason a manu factu rer 
pu ts on a sh ow is not becau se h e wants to entertain th e 
au dience, bu t becau se h e wants to sell goods. 
Th e 
assu mption is th at if th e au dience likes .Joh n Clown, sh e 
will bu y th e soap powder th at pays .Joh n a salary. 
So 
conversely, if th e au dience dislikes or abh ors or despises 
Joh n Clown, sh e will refu se to bu y th at particu lar .soap 
powder. 
It is th e converse th at is th e manu factu rer’s 
problem. 


Wh en th e second ch oice is exercised, th e m anu ­ 
factu rers, advertising agencies, radio networks and 
oth ers, wh ose only concern Is th e money th ey make 
from Joh n Clown’s popu larity, gel terribly excited, ru n 
abou t seeking th ose wh o can squ are th em, sh riek 
“ Civil Liberties!” as th ou gh it were an open sesame. 


Bu t none of th eir efforts su cceed, becau se if th e 
Missis says th at sh e will u se Sch mek instead of Sch tu nk. 
th at is h er ch oice. 
Joh n Crosby, th e learned writer on su ch trivia as 
radio and television, replied to a complaining letter from 
Joh n K. Du ngey of th e Syracu se American I^egion. with 
th is opening paragraph 
“ My coh imn was not fu ll of errors and it was not 
designed to do anyth ing except correct a grave inju stice. 
I know far more abou t actors th an you do or anyone else 
in Syracu se Post 41 of th e American legion.” 
Th e qu estion at issu e is not actors, of wh om th ere 
are so many th at any description cou ld find a few 
•xamples of anyth ing; th e issu e is su bversives. 
Mr. 
Crosby’s employer, Ogden R. Reid, president of th e New 
"York Herald Tribu ne, is an expert on th e su bject of 
•u bversives. 
Crosby migh t ask h is boss wh eth er th ese 
•entences in h is letter to th e Syracu se American Legion 
m ake sen.se; 


“ . . . Th e Commu nist conspiracy is a matter 
for th e FBL not for you . Bu t wh at makes H worse 
Is th at you don't know wh at you are talking abou t. 
You don't know h ow th e th eater operates, or h ow 
th eatrical people operate, or h ow th ey th ink. If th ere 
is a Commu nist conspiracy in th e entertainment 
world, it’s biiried so far u ndergrou nd th at you and 
you r su perm arket boss in Syracu se wou ld be th e last 
to find ou t abou t it.” 


Th e New York Herald Tribu ne employs Herbert Ph il- 
brick to delve into Commu nist problems with u nerring 
pxpertness becau se commu nism is everybody’s bu siness, 
not only th e FBI’s. And Ph ilbrick cou ld tell th e appar­ 
ently u naware Joh n Crosby th at if th ere were not volu n­ 
teers th e FBI cou ld not fu nction. And if Crosby wants 
to call th e volu nteers, informants or informers, th ere is 
no objection becau se th at is precisely wh at th ey are, 
wh ich ever word is u sed, and th ey h ave performed a 
valu able service, as J. Edgar Hoover h as often testified. 
Bu t a deeper principle is involved in th is argu ment. 
Th e United States is a free society of citizens wh o are 
volu ntarily responsible for th eir government. Th e FBI or 
any oth er agency of government is not separate and dis­ 
tinct from th e citizens. It is responsible and su bordinate 
to th em. Under ou r laws, a citizen can make an arrest, 
if h e knows th e law. and is willing to assu me all th e 
responsibilities and obligations involved in su ch an act« 
We are not a policed fteople; we are all defenders of 
ou r society and civilization. 


Th ose, th erefore, wh o are trying to bu rden th e 
FBI with th e sole responsibility for ferretting ou t 
su bversives do more th an th e law requ ires. Th e FBI 
Is an investigative agency; it does not issu e warrants: 
it does not indict; it does not obtain indictments; it 
does not go to th e grand ju ry; it does not prosecu te 
a case in cou rt. It gath ers, in th e fields of su bversion 
and espionage, data, wh ich it may transmit to th e 
Department of Ju stice for evalu ation and action. Any 
citizen h as th e same righ t and fu nction bu t is not 
likely to do it as competently. 


Crosby may know a lot abou t açtors wh ich is h is 
privilege and may be h is pleasu re: bu t h is violent letter 
to th e Legionnaires of Syracu se does not establish th at 
h € knows too mu ch abou t h ow ou r society fu nctions.

A legal hot potato has been tossed into the 
tap of a Memphis, Tenn., magistrate who, pleading 
that he is “just a poor little city judge " promptly 
buck-passed it to a more learned appellate court. 
The question could be framed in this fashion. 
There is a time honored juvenile right to stand 
on the corner and warn the gang of a policeman s 
approach with the hue and cry, “ Jiggers, the cops! * 
But it becomes downright unlawful when the look­ 
out is the accomplice of bank robbers. Where then 
is the thin line dividing the harmless prank from 
the law violation'’ 
A Memphis motorist was trapped one day by 
a radar speed check. The next day the cops with 
boundless curiosity wondered why no vehicles 
were speeding through their lair. 
Investigation 
revealed the outraged motorist standing up the 
road waving a cardboard sign that cried. ‘ RADAR’ ’ 
Passing cars ground down to the legal limit. The 
sign painter was arrested again, this time for 
interfering with police duties. 
It might he argued that any man has an 
inalienable right to stand by the side of a public 
road and warn speeders that they are about to he 
snared. After all, truck drivers for years have 
flashed headlight signals to each other warning of 
highway police lurking behind the next billboard. 
Rut the prosecution contended that a grown 
man yelling “ Jiggers!” was interfering with the 
dutiful pursuit of lawbreakers. The judge found 
him guilty but begged that a higher court settle 
the fine point of the law. 
Perhaps the police can perceive the moral 
that proper education and warning may bring to 
bear an even heavier foot on the brake pedal than 
the sudden spring of the radar trap. The point of 
the whole thing, after all, is to stop speeding.

Syracuse V. Crosby 


The American Legion of Syracuse has been very 


active in its opposition to Communists. It is in Syracuse 


that a passive resistance to subversives on radio and 


television developed. It was not a boycott or a blacklist 


or anything of the sort: it was the pursuit of the funda­ 


mental principle of freedom of choice 
On radio and television, the reason a manufacturer 
puts on a show is not because he wants to entertain the 
audience, but because he wants to sell goods. 
The 
a^umption is that if the audience likes John Clown, she 
will buy the soap powder thai pays John a salary. So 
conversely, ii the audience dislikes or abhors or despises 
John Clown, she will refuse to buy that particular soap 
powder 
It if the converse that is the manufacturer s 
problem. 


When the second choice is exercised, the manu­ 
facturer*, advertising agencies, radio networks and 
others, whose only concern Is the money they make 
from John Clown** popularity, get leriibly excited, run 
about seeking those who ran square them, shriek 
“ Civil Liberties!” as though it were an open sesame. 


But none of their efforts succeed, because if the 
Missis says that she will use Schmek instead of Schtunk. 
that is her choice 
John Crosby, the learned writer on such trivia as 
radio and television, replied to a complaining letter from 
John K. Dungey of the Syracuse American legion, with 
this opening paragraph 
* My column was not full of errors and it was not 
designed to do anything except correct a grave injustice. 
I know far more about actors than you do or anyone else 
in Syracuse Post 41 of the American legion." 


The question at issue is not actors, of whom there 
are so many that any description could find a few 
examples of anything, the issue is subversives 
Mr. 
Crosby's employer, Ogden R. Reid. president of the New 
York Herald Tribune, is an expert on the subject of 
•ubversives. 
Crosby might ask his boss whether these 
sentences in his letter to the Syracuse American I/egion 
make sense: 


. . The Communist conspiracy is a matter 
for the FR I. not for you. But what makes it worse 
Is that you don't know what you are talking about. 
You don't know how the theater operates, or how 
theatrical people operate, or how they think, lf there 
is a Communist 
conspiracy in the entertainment 
world, ifs buried so far underground that you and 
your supermarket boss in Syracuse would be the last 
to find out about it." 


The New York Herald Tribune employs Herbert Phil- 
brick to delve into Communist problems with unerring 
expertness because communism is everybody’s business, 
not only the FB I's. And Philbrick could tell the appar­ 
ently unaware John Crosby that if there were not volun­ 
teers the F B I could not function. And if Crosby wants 
to call the volunteers, informants or informers, there is 
no objection because that is precisely what they are, 
whichever word is used, and they have performed a 
valuable service, as J. Edgar Hoover has often testified. 


But a deeper principle is involved in this argument. 
The United States is a tree society of citizens who are 
voluntarily responsible for their government. The F B I or 
any other agency of government is not separate and dis­ 
tinct from the citizens. It is responsible and subordinate 
to them. Under our laws, a citizen can make an arrest, 
if he knows the law. and is willing to assume all the 
responsibilities and obligations involved in such an act* 
We are not a policed [People; we are all defenders of 
our society and civilization 


Those, therefore, who are trying to burden the 
F B I with the sole responsibility for ferretting out 
subversive* do more than the law requires. The F B I 
Is an investigative agency; it does not issue warrants; 
it does not indict; it does not obtain indictments; it 
does not go to the grand jury; it does not prosecute 
a rase in court. It gathers, in the fields of subversion 
and espionage, data, which it may transmit to the 
Department of Justice for evaluation and action. Any 
ritizen has the same right and function but is not 
likely to do it as competently. 


Crosby may know a lot about actors which is his 
privilege and may be his pleasure; but his violent letter 
to the Legionnaires of Syracuse does not establish that 
bu knows too much about how our society functions.

Some ad 
nut the weather s been warmer in 
relent years, yet believe it s lust 
an upward cycle and may cool oft 
again 
Others deny that theres 
been any basic change at all. in­ 
stead insist that average tempera­ 
tures have risen in many cities 
because more manmade heat is 
being produced by factories, fur­ 
naces, 
the exhaust 
from 
autos, 
and retained in urban areas 
"Don’t sit around and wait for 
palm trees to sprout in Montreal," 
Hagen advises

average temperatures

Talbott Crucified For Single Mistake In Judgment 


W ASHINGTON—They blew laps 
on Harold Talbott s service as Sec ­ 
retary of the Air Force—and the 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
pinned 
a 
medal on him for his outstanding 
performance as a public official. 
But that didn't erase the stigma 
he will carry for life—the stigma 
of a cruel system of politics which 
crucifies a man forever because 
he 
makes 
a 
single 
mistake 
in 
judgment. 


Harold Talbott was a remark­ 
ably good Secretary of the Air 
Force but a poor politician. He 
worked day and night in the in­ 
terests of the enlisted men and 
did many things for which he will 
long be remembered by the air­ 
men of America. But among other 
things he was careless in the use 
of office stationery — as happens 
every' day in every business when 
employees 
write 
personal 
com­ 
munications about personal affairs 
on office letterheads. 
It doesn't 
seem to matter that Talbott wrote 
to persons who knew him in busi­ 
ness many years before or that he 
told a Senate committee when it 
originally recommended confirma­ 
tion to the Senate that he would 
retain a business connection with 
a firm of efficiency experts 
It 
dnesn t seem to matter that the 
engineering firm of which he re­ 
mained a partner saved companies 
a lot of money by its methods and 
indirectly saved the government 
money on its “ cost plus" contracts 
—something that caused Talbott to 
be overenthusiastic perhaps about 
mentioning it to his old friends. If 
he had held stock in a drug com­ 
pany that had a cure for polio or 
something, he mustn't recommend 
it to his friends or let the Arm y 
and Navy know 
about 
it 
That 
would be a “ conflict of interest'’ 
modern style. 


Mistake In Judgment 


Yet. when all is said and done, it 
was a mistake in judgment and 
could 
be 
exaggerated 
on 
the 
stump. 
So. as President Eisen­ 
hower 
phrased 
it, 
Talbott 
was 
right “ under the circumstances" 
in submitting his resignation Wha! 
this means is that, even though

there was no illegality or fraud, 
the continuance of Talbott in office 
would have been a basis for politi­ 
cal attack on the administration 
and hence there was only one thing 
for him to do—to resign 
It is interesting to note the con­

from the “ right" and the “ left." 
The “ right" saw danger to the ad­ 
ministration politically. The "left" 
saw a chance to bite bark because
